Report  of  the  Superintendent 

To  the  School  Board  and  Citizens  of  Shelburne : 
Ilei'ewith  is  presented  the  annual  report.  ' 

The  Village  school  finished  the  year  with  an  enroll- 
ment of  eighteen  pupils  and  an  attendance  of  93.27. 
School  opened  this  fall  with  twenty-four  pupils;  Boys 
14,  Girls  10.  One  graduate  entered  Gorham  high  school, 
where  we  have  six  attending.  The  school  census  of 
1925-26  gives  the  number  of  children  between  5-16:  Boys 
17,  Girls  12,  Total  29. 

The  improvements  in  the  school  building  are  much  ap- 
preciated. The  tvi'o  small  rooms  at  the  sides  of  the  hall- 
way are  proving  of  great  service,  one  as  a  library  and 
reading  room  and  the  other  as  a  kitchenette  for  the 
preparation  of  a  warm  lunch  during  the  cold  weather. 
This  year  the  outside  of  the  building  was  painted  white. 
On  the  inside  Holland  shades  of  cream  color  temper  the 
glare  from  the  snow  covered  hillsides.  A  victrola  and 
records  have  been  loaned  the  school  by  Mrs.  Philbrook 
and  help  the  music  instruction. 

Medical  inspection  last  year  revealed  too  late  that  a 
large  number  of  the  pupils  had  not  been  vaccinated. 
This  September  a  thorough  campaign  with  the  coopera- 
tion of  the  parents  cleared  every  case. 

Transportation  has  been  satisfactorily  arranged  and 
now  covers  every  pupil  outside  the  two  mile  limit  on 
both  sides  of  the  river.  The  open  roads  this  winter  are 
a  great  help. 

The  year  has  begun  well  with  an  attendance  of  97.87, 
while  the  average  of  the  State  is  94.24.  Recent  tests  show 
the  excellence  of  the  instruction  being  given.  The  spirit 
of  the  school  is  commendable.  We  wish  more  would  visit 
school.  We  feel  that  it  is  in  good  condition  with  bright 
prospects  for  a  successful  year.
